It landed on a fenco and knocked It 
down. Another body wns picked up 
at the plant of the Tlmken Ro'lcr 
nearlnc Axle company, n half-mllo 
away from the scene of the explosion. 
A human hand crashed through the 
window of nn oltlce seventy-five feet 
nwny. The cause of the explosion Is 
unknown. Thn bollnrn were supposed 
to be In Rood shape tfhil the men had 
no warning. The members of tho of- 
flee force escaped Injury. 


t.oula Hughes, n fireman, and A, 


TV. Kaufman, storekeeper, were'stand 
Ing In the storehouse 200 feet away 
from the mnln plant nl the time of 
the explosion. 
The storehouse wns 


completely demolished, but both men 
encnpxd death. 
Kaufman had only n 


few cuts nnd bruises, while Hughes 
sustained n broken leg. 


Mill a Wreck. 


The mill Is practically n wreck, tho 


Interior being blown to smithereens. 
The shell of the boiler wns blown n 
distance of 600 feet north of tho plant. 
Tbft head end of the boiler was blown 
mnnv feet icroas the plant. 


Klve Injured men were taken to tho 


hnnin of Daniel itllter just after tho 
ncrldent. one dvlnc. A man snld to 
h» Ralph ttemlngbewr. aged thirty- 
five. Is probably the most severely In- 
jured of the remaining survivors at 
the Hitter Imtue. Ills right arm wns 
torn nnd his back severely bruised by 
flying debris nnd his hem! rut.

In finding two. one of them nn Ameri- 
can nnd the other n foreigner.
